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BLAZE RAISES THE ROOF 

Nearly 100 firemen banded together to tackle a thatch blaze in a large house near Canterbury. 

The fire took hold of the second floor and roof of the cottage in Denton Lane, Wootton, just before 
11am on Thursday, June 17. The owners managed to escape the unexplained fire unharmed. 

More than 10 fire crews and members of the urban rescue team, who are trained to use chainsaws, 
were called to break up the thatch and prevent the rapid spread of the fire. 

Firemen in gas masks rescued the owners' possessions. The fire was out by 10.40pm the same day.

A “RARE” and “complicated” 
archaeological excavation has led 
to the Beaney development on 
Canterbury’s High Street being 
delayed by six months. 

The council’s library and exhibition space, 
which will double in size when its extension is 
built, was due to open in the autumn of 2011. 
Citizens will instead have to wait until spring 
2012 to visit the finished building. 

Archaeological site manager Mick Diack 
said: “This is a very significant and rare oppor¬ 
tunity to look at a site right in the middle of 
Canterbury. We only get to dig when a develop¬ 
er is working and it is rare to get something 
right in the middle of town like that. 

“The site had not been disturbed significant¬ 
ly, which is very rare. A lot of the buildings on 
the high street have cellars and have been 
quite badly chopped about. 

‘We found a hugely detailed sequence of 
buildings spanning the entire Roman period 
and through to the Anglo-Saxon period, so 
having all that in condensed form in one spot 
is quite unusual. 

“The area is only 10m by 13m and we have 
had absolutely everything in it. It is very con¬ 
densed and complicated archaeology.” 

And this is why the excavation took so long; 
archaeologists have to carefully dig many 
areas with trowels and record, photograph and 
document everything they see as they dig

Film student turns 

her camera on city^ 
homelessness taboo

AN ASPIRING documen¬ 
tary maker has created a 
hard-hitting short film 
about Canterbury’s home¬ 
lessness problem. 

Rosemarie Hugill, who is just fin¬ 
ishing her film studies at the 
University of Kent and is expected to 
get a first-class degree, juxtaposed 
interviews with homeless people, 
scenes of Canterbury’s destitute pop¬ 
ulation and news footage to create an 
avant-garde expose of the issue, enti¬ 
tled Underpass. 

According to workers at the Serine 
Foundation, a homelessness charity 
in the city, the number of rough 
sleepers in Canterbury has been 
steadily increasing since the organi¬ 
sation’s night shelter was forced to 
close in October, last year. 

Snapshot 

Terry Gore, who works at the 
Serine Foundation, said: “This film 
puts everything into perspective. It 
shows a very complex problem in 
fairly simple way, but gets it across 
completely. 

“This film will bring the problem 
home a bit more because a lot of peo¬ 
ple don’t truly understand the reali¬ 
ties unless they have some knowl¬ 
edge of homelessness by working in 
or around the business, or spending 
time with homeless people. 

“The film gives you a snapshot, 
visually and with the voices over the 
top, of what life is like and the reali¬ 
ty of what the closure of the night 
shelter really meant.” 

Miss Hugill wants to raise aware¬ 
ness of the problem with her film. 

She said: “I believe there are many 


misconceptions surrounding home¬ 
lessness, many that I myself har¬ 
boured before I started making this 
documentary. 

“Homelessness seems to be quite a 
taboo subject and is often ignored. 
Society appears to have become 
desensitised towards homelessness. 

'With Underpass, I hope to create 
some understanding and awareness 
about homelessness, as well as 
stressing the importance of charities 
such as the Serine Foundation, which 
is dedicated to helping those in need.” 

She made the film after finding out 
the Serine Foundation’s night shelter 
was being forced to close. 

She said: “I was shocked that in the 
21st century something so inhumane 
was allowed to happen. The more I 
learned, however, the more disillu¬ 


sioned I became. Seriously ill and 
vulnerable people are falling through 
cracks in the system and are not get¬ 
ting the help they need and deserve. 

“The Serine Foundation was pro¬ 
viding these people with this neces¬ 
sary aid that, in my opinion, Kent 
County Council should have been 
providing in the first place. 

“The fact that it would then with¬ 
draw crucial funding to the Serine 
Foundation’s night shelter, causing 
its closure, is unacceptable.” 

The film proved so popular at its 
premiere that it will have a second 
screening at the university’s Cinema 
3, and the Lounge on the Farm festi¬ 
val, at Merton Farm next month, will 
project the film in support the Serine 
Foundation.

deeper. Archaeologists now think 
that, in Roman times, the site was a 
bustling workshop area near the 
forum with a metal-working area, a 
tavern, bone-carvers and a bakery. 

The many finds from the site will 
be at a special exhibition at the city 
museum during the Canterbury 
Festival and later on October 23. 

They will become part of a perma¬ 
nent exhibition at the new Beaney 
when it is built. 

Among the finds have been a gold 
Roman chain bracelet, a tiny gem¬ 
stone carved with cupid, intricate 
Roman pottery and a delicate 
medieval carved bone comb. 

Janice McGuinness, the council’s 


head of culture, said: “All the discov¬ 
eries at the Beaney have been 
absolutely fascinating. 

“The finds are being extensively 
catalogued and we can’t wait to put 
them on show later in the year so 
people can find out more about 
everyday life in Roman Canterbury 
and later times.” 

The archaeological dig is now fin¬ 
ished and so building work can 
begin. 

In the next few weeks contractors 
working on the city council project 
will demolish the Kingsbridge 
Villas to allow room for the 
Beaney’s new extension. 

They will also start laying foun¬ 
dations.

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Three-year residency 
rule for city cabbies? 


ALL new taxi drivers will have to live in the district for 
three years before being granted a licence if a council 
plan goes ahead. 

Council officials have proposed 
the new rules should apply to pri¬ 
vate hire drivers who are phoned 
by fares beforehand. 

Hackney drivers, who can pick 
anyone up from anywhere, already 
have to fulfil the condition. 

Vicki Sanders of Whitstable Cars 
welcomed the move. She said: “This 
is a good idea because there is pre¬ 
cious little work here for locals. If 
you have people coming in from 
other parts, that makes it more dif¬ 
ficult. 

‘It’s more comforting for the pas¬ 
sengers. We do get a lot of com¬ 
ments from people saying they 
don’t want foreign drivers. 

Somethe older residents can find 
having a foreign driverunnerving. 

“I think the main quality you 
need is to be able to speak the lan¬ 
guage, which doesn’t always hap¬ 
pen.” 

But some taxi company owners 
were less keen. 

John Hadlow, of Canterbury 
Cars, believes the restrictions 
would mean fewer good drivers in 
the area. 

He said: “At the end of the day, if 
someone wants to work and they 
want to work hard, what does it 
matter where they live?

“It is always a problem to get 
good, qualified drivers. You can get 
some people who are probably not 
suitable to the job. To find a really 
good private hire driver is quite 
hard. 

“What you are looking for is qual¬ 
ity; drivers who would get out and 
help old people into a car, or who 
would go to your door with your 
shopping - that sort of thing. 

“I hate to say it, but there are not 
too many people that would do 
that. So, by restricting people by 
saying they have to live in a certain 
area, why?” 

And Ian Brenchley of ZCars 
called the idea a “desperation 
measure” by the council aimed at 
curtailing excess drivers in an 
industiy which has been affected 
by the recession. 

Another new requirement for 
taxi drivers includes a compulsory 
health check-up every five years 
from when employees apply for a 
licence, rather than after the age of 
45, as is currently the case.

PRISON buildings never yet seen 
by the public are to open for the 
first time, after a benevolent busi¬ 
nessman assured access to the 
West Gate Towers for 40 years. 

Yourcanterbury was given exclusive access 
to the hidden cells and guardrooms, which will 
soon be part of the revamped museum. 

Charles Lambie, a property investor who is 
also the chairman of the trustees for 
Canterbury Archaeological Trust, has success¬ 
fully bid to lease the 14th century gate house 
from the council for 40 years. 

Mr Lambie said: “Whatever I set up, whatev¬ 
er happens to me, this will continue. I am con¬ 
fident that it will work out financially. 
Museums don’t make money, but this ought to 
be able to cover its staffing overhead. 

“The research has shown that about 20 per 
cent of people who use the cafe will come into 
the museum. We will be promoting the towers, 
and the entrance itself should be much more 
visible. 

“At the moment it is only open three hours a 
week - now it will be open all the time. 
Canterbury has about three million visitors a 
year. It would be wonderful to think maybe 
five or 10 per cent of those might come 
through the West Gate Towers.” 

The businessman will spend £250,000 of his 
own money to revamp the museum with a law

and defence theme. He will keep it open for the 
public by joining it with the neighbouring One 
Pound Lane building, which used to be a 
prison and police station. 

Mr Lambie said: “The main difference is the 
entrance will no longer be tucked away inside 
the towers. A lot of people don’t know it is 
open. “We are re-opening and re-creating the 
original jail entrance at the front of Pound 
Lane where it faces St Peter’s Street.

THERE was once a time when the 
FA banned women from playing 
football after concluding the sport 
was “unsuitable” for the fairer sex. 

Despite them having been involved in match¬ 
es since the late 19th century, the decision in 
1921 sent out the clear message that women 
and football just do not mix. 

But try telling that to the more than 1.1 mil¬ 
lion females playing some form of the sport in 
England today, or the 26 million competing 
across the globe. 

Thankfully, attitudes towards women’s foot¬ 
ball have changed dramatically over the last 
few decades, to the point where a new profes¬ 
sional Super League will be launched in this 
country in time for the 2011-12 season. 

Liz Symons - women and girls development 
officer for the Kent County Football 
Association (KCFA) - hopes the league will 
attract more females into the sport. 

“A huge amount of work goes into making 
girls aware they can play football,” she said. 

“It’s traditionally a male sport, but in Kent 
we have 44 senior women’s teams and more 
than 100 girls’ teams. We’ve been very lucky in 
that everyone in the county supports the 
women’s game, so we’re able to promote it fully. 

‘We’re getting there, but football has a lot of 
competition from more traditional female pas¬ 
times such as netball, horse-riding and ballet.” 

As well as encouraging females to play, coach 
and referee football, the KCFA also runs a girls’ 
centre of excellence, based at Gillingham FC, 
for elite players. 

The centre has already produced an England 
under-17 international, Deanna Cooper, and 
Liz hopes more will follow in her footsteps. 

“Hopefully, the centre will help more girls go 


on to play for England or perhaps professional¬ 
ly in the Super League. 

“Five or six members of the England 
women’s team are in America getting paid to 
play, but it’s our aspiration that when the 


Super League starts we can help more women 
stay in this country. 

“At the moment only the lucky ones get paid 
to play, while the rest are just doing it for fun.” 
One person who did have a lot of fun last sea¬

son was Gills Ladies 
captain Becky Lyon, 
whose team clinched 
promotion to the 
Southern Premiership 
after winning the third 
division by ten points. 

They also won the Kent 
Cup. The 26-year-old, 
from Sittingboume, has 
spent more than a 
decade at the club and 
says she could not see 
herself lining up for any¬ 
one else. 

“Last season was an 
absolute dream for me 
and the girls,” she said. 

“Our goal at the begin¬ 
ning was to get promot¬ 
ed and that’s exactly what we did. 

“I’ve played for Gillingham for a long time, 
from when we had little backing and no driv¬ 
ing force. It’s always been my ambition to play 
in the Southern Premiership, so to achieve that 
was brilliant.” 

Becky was 12 when she first started playing 
for Gillingham, but says a lot has changed with 
girls’ football since then. 

“When I was younger it was a lot different,” 
she said. “There was only a handful of girls’ 
clubs, especially at that age group. I think 
there was only one league, too, and that was 
five-a-side at Mote Park, Maidstone. 

“That’s why the centre of excellence at 
Gillingham is such a brilliant idea because it 
gives all these girls a direction to go in. The 
work that goes on at that level is just fantastic.”

THE soundtrack of the World Cup is 
undoubtedly the 140 decibel blast of 
the vuvuzela - viewed either as a 
welcome African addition to the foot¬ 
ball festival or a major annoyance. 

Sainsbury’s stores across Kent are recording 
massive sales of the £2 red horns - mostly to 
young people. 

The sound has also become a popular mobile 
phone ring-tone in the last few days. 

So “vuvu fever” could become a permanent fix¬ 
ture of the UK sporting scene. 

Bosses at Sainsbuiys are congratulating them¬ 
selves as the instruments fly of the shelves at a 
rate of one eveiy couple of seconds across the UK. 

The stores in Canterbury, Folkestone and 
Ashford have recorded good sales and the horns 
are stocked in a special football section. 

Student Adam Hall from Hythe bought one 
just before the Brazil versus North Korea game. 

“It’ll add to the atmosphere - I just hope the 
neighbours don’t mind,” he said. 

A spokesman for Sainsbury’s said: “We ordered 
a total of 75,000 of the horns knowing they will 
become a symbol of the World Cup and people 
will want to have their own.” 

But rivals Asda and Tesco have no plans to fol¬ 
low suit as market research says many people 
find them annoying. There have been calls for 
them to be banned from matches and a less 
noisy version is now on sale in South Africa

A survey on the streets of Ashford revealed 
almost everyone knew what the instrument was. 

Random comments included: “They should be 
banned,” “Get them off my TV” but other people 
were keen to have a go - although not all man¬ 
aged to make a sound. 

Office worker Martin Beresford said: “I think it 
just adds a real African flavour to what is going 
on. As for calling for them to be banned - what 
nonsense. What is the point in awarding the best 
event in the world to Africa and then taking 
away part of the continent’s heritage?” 

The BBC has tried to get coverage without the 
horn blasts while a German claims to have 
invented a computer programme which removes 
its sound from television coverage. 

Freddie Maake is the man who claims to have 
invented the vuvuzela in 1970. He lives in the 
Tembisa township of Johannesburg and is proud 
of his creation. “It is our people’s celebration and is 
not going away,” he said. “This is South Africa’s time 
to party and we’ll do it at high volume. It’s beautiful. 

Mr Maake said he got the idea when he 
received a present - a bike with a horn. 

He removed the air pump from the horn on an 
impulse and started blowing it. 

A fan of local side Kaizer Chiefs took it to 
matches and the craze really started after a local

company jumped onto the bandwagon and start¬ 
ed to produce a commercial version of the home¬ 
made instrument. 

South Africans also claim it was a great suc¬ 
cess originally as it either mimics the noise of a 
rhino or is based on a traditional way of sig¬ 
nalling long distance between villages. 

Mr Maake said: “ I called it the vuvuzela in 
1992 after South Africa was readmitted into 
international sport after the abolition of 
apartheid as this means three things in the Zulu 
language - welcome, unite and celebrate.” 

England’s official supporters club back the use 
of the horns while the most objections seem to 
come from commentators and some journalists. 

Three Lions fan Mike Hudson said: “The 
killjoys seem to be those who are being paid to 
be out there - what does that say about them?” 

World Cup spokesman Rich Mkhondo added: 
“Vuvuzelas are here to stay and will never be 
banned. Look at them as part of our culture in 
South Africa to celebrate the 2010 World Cup.”

THE schools inspectorate has 
praised the Spires Academy in 
Sturry for the quality of its teach¬ 
ing in its first full report on the 
school. 

Ofsted, the schools regulatory body, inspect¬ 
ed the school last month and issued its verdict 
earlier this month. 

Inspectors said teaching at the school was 
‘outstanding’ and ‘good’, and the school had 
improved significantly in terms of pupil atten¬ 
dance and how children progress through the 
school. 

In the report head inspector Emma Ing said: 
“The quality of teaching in lessons taught by 
established staff has come on in leaps and 
bounds. There are now outstanding and good 
lessons taught consistently in many subjects.” 

Overall the school’s rating was satisfactory, 
although it achieved a good rating for sus¬ 
tained improvement. 

A report last year had said pupil attendance 
and achievement at GCSE was below the 
national average, but it is now in line with the 
national average. 

The report said: “Most students now feel 
proud of their school, and this is reflected in 
their smart uniforms and much improved 
presentation of their work. In most, but not all 
lessons, students’ behaviour is good. 

“They arrive ready to learn, engage well 
with the tasks set and genuinely enjoy their 
work.” 

The school’s head-teacher was singled out for 


particular praise for her vision, dynamism and 
passion, but the inspectors indicated that high 
staff turnover was a concern. 

Helen Foster, the Academy’s head, said: “I 
am absolutely delighted with the Ofsted 
report and I think it is a true reflection of the 


academy. It recognises the great progress we 
have made as a school community and the 
hard work of the staff and students. 

“I was incredibly proud of the students over 
the two days of the inspection as they clearly 
wanted their school to do well.”

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Police cuts 'will not harm services' 


BUDGET cuts at Kent Police will 
not result in a reduction in front¬ 
line services, promises acting 
Chief Constable Adrian Leppard. 


Mr Leppard says that 
despite the force having to 
identify almost £21 million 
of savings over the next 
three years, he is deter¬ 
mined the public will not 
notice any difference to the 
service they receive. 

Kent Police are in the 
early stages of their biggest 
ever reorganisation, which 
Mr Leppard will oversee 
until incoming Chief 
Constable Ian Learmonth 
arrives next month. 

“The budget challenge is upon us and like 
all public services we are trying to find big-

ger savings over the next three years,” he 
said. “There are many who think a cut to 
budgets means a cut to services, but this 
reorganisation is all about finding ways of 
working differently so frontline services can 
stay the same.” 

Mr Leppard revealed the force had already 
saved £5m through its collaboration with 
Essex Police, which includes the shared use 
of a helicopter and the launch this month of 
the new Serious Crime Directorate. 

A small reduction in the number of officers 
and other staff is also likely, but the force 
would prefer to achieve this through natural 
wastage rather than redundancies. 

Mr Leppard said: “A good result for us 
would be that we reorganise and the public 
doesn’t notice any difference at all, but I have 
a more ambitious aim and that’s to actually 
improve the level of service. Can we get out 


Alcohol strategy outlined 


AREAS of Kent are “off the scale” for violence 
and sexual offences linked to alcohol. 

Now a new three-year strategy has been 
developed by the Kent Action on Alcohol 
Steering Group to tackle the problem. The 
document outlines how agencies can work 
together to crack down on problems created 
by binge drinking and alcoholism. 

There are about 200,000 
“hazardous and harmful” 
drinkers living in Kent, 
with 11 per cent of males 
and 5.5 per cent of females 
exceeding the weekly rec¬ 
ommended amount. A haz¬ 
ardous drinker is a woman 
who consumes up to 35 
units per week, or a man up 
to 50 units. 

In addition, the county 
has three districts - 
Dartford, Gravesham and 
Thanet - where alcohol- 
related violent crime is 
higher than the national 
average. And there are 
seven districts where the 
rate of alcohol-related sexu¬ 
al offences is higher than 
the national average -

Ashford, Gravesham, Dartford, Maidstone, 
Shepway, Swale and Thanet. 

Angela Slaven, director for youth and com¬ 
munity support services at Kent County 
Council, helped devise the strategy. 

She said: “It’s part of a national scheme to 
reduce harm caused by alcohol and drugs. It 
recognises that most people drink sensibly 
and safely and don’t have any issues, but 


that for some it can be problematic. 

“People who get into difficulties with alco¬ 
hol often find themselves entering the crimi¬ 
nal justice and healthcare systems, and 
that’s why we need a strategy a range of 
agencies can use. No one group is responsible 
for alcohol abuse because it’s a problem for 
all of us. This is about us saying let’s be clear 
what we want to achieve.” 

According to the strategy, 
the number of alcohol-spe¬ 
cific hospital admissions in 
Kent has almost doubled 
from 885 in 1997-98 to 
1,454 in 2006-07. 
Meanwhile, the number of 
adults undergoing treat¬ 
ment for alcohol misuse 
more than doubled from 
2005-06 to 2006-07, with 
the number of young people 
in treatment increasing 
from 115 to 271. 

The strategy also raises 
the concern that although 
fewer young people are 
drinking alcohol in Kent, 
those who do are consum¬ 
ing more and from an earli¬ 
er age. Mrs Slaven said: 


“The strategy covers everything from the 
health perspective in terms of admissions to 
hospital, to police enforcement issues and 
with Trading Standards regarding under¬ 
age sales. It’s very broad. It’s both a preven¬ 
tative agenda and something to help us stop 
future generations abusing alcohol.”

Councils look to cross-border savings 


COUNTY Hall officials are looking at team¬ 
ing up with a small Surrey council in a bid to 
save cash. 

The partnership would involve providing 
revenue and benefits, finance and procure¬ 
ment, ICT and personnel services jointly 
through Kent County Council, and Reigate 
and Banstead Borough Council. 

Town halls are faced with cuts in 
Government grants and KCC must save 
£15.6 million in its 2010-11 budget. 

Cabinet member for corporate support 
services, Cllr Roger Gough, said in difficult 
times working in partnership across the pub¬ 
lic sector is doubly important. 

“What is key about our work with Reigate 
and Banstead council on future joint delivery 
of services is that it is very wide-ranging,” he 
said. “So far, we have mapped out the bene¬ 
fits. If the change is agreed in principle, we 
would proceed to more detailed planning.” 

Cllr Joan Spiers, leader of Reigate and 


Banstead council, said the partnership 
would help deal with the impact of the reces¬ 
sion and local authorities’ expected contribu¬ 
tion to reducing the deficit. 

She added: “KCC has an impressive track 
record and a partnership with it will mean 
these services will remain in the public sec¬ 
tor for the foreseeable future while we bene¬ 
fit from the economies of scale a larger part¬ 
ner can bring.” 

A spokeswoman at Reigate and Banstead 
said the authority had chosen KCC over 
Surrey County Council due to a “shared 
vision”. 

She said: “The proposed shared service 
partnership for Surrey is running 18 months 
behind the work with Kent and does not 
meet Reigate and Banstead’s agenda for cost 
reduction, improved resilience and main¬ 
taining service quality. This council and KCC 
share a vision of how public sector service 
can be delivered in the future.” 


to more crimes and can we investigate more 
instances of anti-social behaviour than before? 

“When the going gets tough, the tough get 
going, and Kent Police have a reputation for 
dealing with hard times effectively.” 

In addition to the £20.8m savings over the 
next three years, the force must also identify an 
additional £2.7m from the 2010-11 budget of 
£285m and is limiting the number of recruits by 
60 this financial year. 

Kent Police Authority chairwoman Ann 
Barnes promised the restructure would not 
have an adverse effect on frontline services. 

She said: “We need to make savings and it’s a 
pain that everyone shares. There’s not a busi¬ 
ness or household in the country that isn’t going 
through the same thing. 


“I will make a personal commitment that 
frontline services will not be impacted. 

“Due to the number of savings and efficiencies 
that must be made, the authority has to do more 
to ensure the force can work with what funding 
we have.” 

Mr Learmonth was announced as Kent’s new 
Chief Constable last month, beating three other 
candidates to earn the right to replace former 
chief Mike Fuller. 

The 52-year-old played a key role in an exten¬ 
sive reorganisation at Norfolk Constabulary, 
and his success was one of the factors in him 
landing the Kent job. 

Mrs Barnes said: “Ian has extensive experi¬ 
ence of this sort of thing. He’s been there and 
done it so none of this will be new to him.”

Adrian Chiles might already be regretting his World Cup transfer to ITV, suggests Dave Mairs 



IT’S all started so horribly - as deep in our 
hearts we knew it would. 

England? Well, obviously. But, no, the really 
fascinating performance of our World Cup summer was 
always going to be that of Adrian Chiles. 

Amid great fanfare, the former Match of the Day 2 and 
One Show host departed the BBC to host ITV’s coverage 
of this wonderful tournament. 

Bom partly of a fit of pique over the lining-up of Chris 
Evans for his Friday night One Show appointment with 
Christine Bleakley, the move has begged the question: 
should a sports presenter ever switch sides to ITV? 

The answer has invariably been ‘No’ - and sadly the 
likeable, everyman, hugely-intelligent-but-with-that- 
common-touch Mr Chiles appears to be following a 
wholly familiar and unhappy course. 

Those of a certain tooth-length will remember Bob 
Wilson. The former Arsenal and Scotland goalkeeper 
chucked in his BBC frontman role to wind down his 
career with ITV. And wound down it certainly was - far 
more grimly than he could ever have envisaged. 

It all concerns the crossing of an invisible line - some¬ 
thing that transforms a man from a competent or even 
talented presenter to at best a nobody and at worst a clown. 

In truth, Bob was never a TV natural, but while with 
the Beeb he did the job sufficiently in an age when 
expectations were lower. Once the switch to ITV was 
made, however, his drabness was magnified to the extent 
that his studio performances were an embarrassment. 

It was the same with Des Lynam: OK with the BBC - 
next to useless with ITV 


This odd process does not even have to occur 
sequentially - you can witness it evolving in a strangely 
parallel world. 

Take Gabriele Marcotti - the Italian-American football 
journalist you hear on BBC Radio 5 Live football debate. 
Here his wisdom, articulacy and passion for the game 
make him one of the station’s strongest pundits. 

Now picture him during ITV Champions League 
nights. It cannot be the same man, surely 

Gone is the wisdom, gone is the insight, gone is any 
kind of meaningful contribution. Instead we have a 
distressingly overweight buffoon stuck in a sofa grunting 
the sort of inanity you hear down the pub. Another who’s 
crossed that invisible line. 

All of which brings us back to Adrian Chiles. If anyone 
was going to make that transition and win, it had to be 
him, but already he has the haunted look of a man who 
has awoken to the calamitous error he has made. 

He looks pained, awkward, lacking any kind of chemistry 
with his studio companions. Sadly missing is that 
easygoing, sharp patter that made Match of the Day 2 such 
a treat and justified a late finish to our Sunday nights. 

It’s no excuse to suggest the stultifying mediocrity of 
Andy Townsend and Gareth Southgate is simply too 
overwhelming - Chiles knew what he was letting 
himself in for. Perhaps the lure was that, in appearing 
next to Southgate, the only man on television uglier than 
himself, he would be covering the sole flaw in his armoury 

But, of course, Chiles’s talented ordinariness was one 
of his greatest strengths. 

Now, with ITV, he will just be ordinary

“it’s not our fault that there are no 
worker and family homes available 
on this site”. 

In the end, the wise councillors 
decided that after the many years 
of piecemeal building, the area had 
not ended up like the Development 
Brief, but it did not matter 
anymore. So now the wise 
councillors said the whole area 
could be developed especially for 
the young people from all over the 
world and looked after by the big 
organisation and just about 
anything could be built for them. 

The residents were frustrated 
and annoyed, but by then they had 
come to realise that a local vision 
is not worth the paper it’s written 
on and the wise councillors cannot 
be trusted to deliver it anyway 

What they needed was a wise, 
strong and courageous council that 
saw the big picture and made 
things happen for the many and 
not just the few.

I'm bowled over by 
injuries and schedule 

This is a season which so far has 
tested us all enormously both 
physically and mentally. 

As captain, I am responsible for 
all Kent’s players and they have 
been under huge strain with the 
crazy scheduling we’ve had to 
endure, plus injuries and 
unavailability which have taken 
their toll. 


The last fortnight has been 
especially frenetic and my message 
to the team has been to simply get 
on with it and learn to live with all 
the things that could start to get 
you down. 

I am fortunate in the squad has 
been a relatively small but tight- 
knit unit for some years now. We 
have been used to dealing with the 
issues of injury and workload that 
seem so much a part of every 
English domestic cricket summer. 

This past week, including today 
we have played three Friends 
Provident t20 matches in five days 
- at three different venues - 
having just finished last Monday a 
four-day match against 
Nottinghamshire at Tunbridge 
Wells, which came immediately 
after two floodlit Twenty20 
matches in Essex and Hampshire 
on the two evenings before. Crazy! 

While we were driving back 
from the Rose Bowl late at night, 
and trying to get some rest before 
turning up at the Nevill Ground 
on the Friday morning for some 
practice and loosening-up ahead 
of the first day start at noon. 

They did give us an extra hour’s 
grace at least - the Notts boys 
were able to have a nice lie-in 
having travelled down to 
Tunbridge Wells the day before. 

But having every county 
operating on a level playing field 
does not seem to be the main 
consideration of the fixture- 
planners and, as I say as players 
we just have to get on with it and 
try to compete as best we can. 

We have kept James Tredwell, 


who unfortunately missed out on 
being picked for the England one- 
day squad and he has teamed up 
well with Malinga Bandara, who I 
believe is going to be a very 
important player for us. 

Malinga has settled in well, and 
quickly and I was pleased that he 
and Tredwell enjoyed lengthy 
bowls in tandem against 
Nottinghamshire. That was good 
for Banda, as he needed to get 
some early overs under his belt in 
English conditions. 

He strikes me as being a similar 
sort of cricketer to Paul Strang, the 
Zimbabwe leg-spinning all-rounder 
who was a big success in his one 
season at Kent as overseas player 
in the late 1990s.

Nuclear funding could 
be better spent 

With regard to the forthcoming 
Government consultation on the 
proposed cuts in spending - the 
elephant in the room; one of many 
no doubt - remains the insistence 
on going ahead with Trident 
nuclear missile renewal and two 
new aircraft carriers. 

These current estimates show the 
likely cost to the taxpayer is well 
over £100 billion and rising. 
Meanwhile the real, as I see it, 
culprits for our supposedly dire 
financial situation remain the 
bankers, boardroom bosses and 
their political allies in all Party’s. 

Why then isn’t it they who should 
bear the main cost of repaying the 
tax bail-outs of the banks and their 
reckless casino ‘adventures’ on the 
UK’s and World’s stockmarkets, 
rather than the rest of us, 
especially those at the bottom? 

These latter being people on low- 
incomes, low pensions and benefits. 
The last mentioned in particular are 
likely to face swinging attacks from 
the DWP - which is fast becoming 
known as the Dept of Workhouse 
and Poor-law - merely to save 
money despite the fact virtually all 
the financial experts and even 
benefits agency staff are saying jobs 
are not available anyway. 

Indeed, in letters to national 
newspapers recently by former and 
serving benefits agency staff, it was 
pointed out that whilst there are 
about five million disability benefit 
claimants, of all types, there’s 
barely half a million job vacancies 
for the around 2.5 million and 
rising, able minded/bodied people. 

As regards those sick and disabled 
specifically forcing people into 
penury for a long wait for a job 
which they probably would not want 
to do anyway, would only make their 
situations and illnesses far worse. 
Indeed staff at MIND centres have 
seen such time and again for those 
with mental health problems, 

Further, those people on disability 
benefits need carrots only not 
sticks, and to be placed in jobs 
which they both genuinely wish to 
do, enjoy and have an aptitude for. 

A large part of the answer as I and 
others see it, is to cancel Trident 
missiles along with the carriers and 
put the money saved there into the 
proposed Green New Deal. 

Recall that after World War Two 
it was Japan and the then West 
Germany who were banned from 
having nuclear weapons and so 
became the economic powerhouses 
of their day. Similar could happen 
again if we ditch nuclear. 

This I suggest could help start 
to create decently paid jobs and 
training in many industries 
including, and especially the 
renewable tech and related 
sectors, transport and eco/social 
housing. Further turn all the 
banks into, or back into, mutuals 
and co-op’s with their ‘casino’ 
operations separated off and run at 
their own risk entirely. 

So don’t get browbeaten by 
Cameron’s scare tactics get active in 
promoting the better alternatives.

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Women set to reveal 
full horror of being 
forced into marriage 


SURVIVORS of forced marriages 
are to reveal their heartbreaking 
ordeals as part of a pioneering 
roadshow touring the most at-need 
areas of the country. 

National charity Karma Nirvana, which 
supports victims of forced marriages and 
honour based-abuse, highlighted Kent as one 
of 11 places that would benefit from the event, 
with its large Asian community in the north of 
the county. 

Anna Hardy, from the Derby-based 
organisation, said host areas were also selected 
in relation to the number of calls received 
through the charity’s helpline. 

‘We get a breakdown of all the places we receive 
calls from and Kent was one those,” she said. 

We’re holding the roadshows in the run-up to 
the summer holidays as it’s usually the busiest 
period for us.” 

Young people are most at risk of forced 
marriages over the summer holidays. 

In June last year, the charity’s helpline 
received more than 750 calls - double the 
normal monthly average. 

A Home Affairs Select Committee report also 
found that in 2008, 2,000 school students went 
missing nationally, with a large number from 
ethic minority communities believed to be 
forced into marriage.

Forced marriages are different from arranged 
marriages, where both parties give consent. 
Often victims are taken abroad and some are 
subjected to a life of abuse. 

Gurvinda Sandher, assistant director of the 
Kent Equality Cohesion Council, said that in 
March the organisation held the Listen to Our 
Voices Women’s event which addressed domestic 
abuse and forced marriages. 

It was held in Gravesham, which has one of 
the largest Asian communities in Kent, and is 
home to the new Sikh temple. 

More than 300 women and young girls 
attended and Mr Sandher said it was positive 
to see so many people there. 

“If you look at forced marriages, times have 
changed, but from time to time they are taking 
place,” he said. We need to raise awareness, not 
just with forced marriages, but with domestic 
violence too - these are things that are not really 
spoken about by people.” 

The Kent Karma Nirvana roadshow - which 
has no spaces left - will be at the police college 
in Maidstone tomorrow (Thursday). 

Det Supt Maria Shepherd, head of the 
Public Protection Unit at Kent Police, 
thanked Karma Nirvana for helping agencies 
better understand the needs of specific 
communities through its roadshow.

“Everyone has the right to live their life free 
from fear and violence,” she said. “Domestic 
abuse can happen in any home, regardless of 
race, sexuality, age, class or educational level. 

“There is a lot of under-reporting in Kent and 
Medway. It is vital the public has confidence in 
Kent Police to deal with domestic abuse and we 
encourage victims to come forward and report 
this horrendous crime.” 

In 2008, the Forced Marriage (Civil Protec¬ 
tion) Act 2007 was passed, allowing family 
courts to make protection orders for victims. 
These can prevent a marriage from taking 
place or stop someone from being taken abroad. 

Those who break the order face a prison 
sentence of up to two years.

Military veterans on 
the wrong arm of law 

A CHARITY has explained shocking 
arrest figures for ex-military personnel, 
claiming the stress of being a ‘killing 
machine’ can get too much. 

Death of comrades and difficulty in 
adjusting back to civilian life were also 
blamed by the Soldiers, Sailors, Airman 
and Families Association (SSAFA) 
Forces Help for the high number of 
servicemen in trouble with the law. 

The alarming figures released by Kent 
Police and SSAFA revealed how in just 
three months, between April 12-June 6, 
232 former and current servicemen were 
arrested - an average of four a day - 
with a third for violent crime. 

The majority were men aged 18-29 and 
almost half were unemployed. 

Kent Police is the first force in the 
countiy to cany out such a study, adapting 
its custody computer system to ask 
detained people if they were ex-forces. 

Difficulties 

Kent soldiers are based at Shomcliffe 
Barracks, Folkestone; Howe Barracks, 
Canterbury; Brompton Barracks, Medway; 
and Invicta Army Barracks, Maidstone. 

Supt Neil Jerome said the force 
recognised that some former military 
personnel faced difficulties after service. 

“We have recognised the need to 
use specialised knowledge to support 
ex-service personnel, who may have 
had considerable difficulties following 
experiences in combat and adjusting to 
life outside the Armed Forces,” he said. 

Ex-military personnel arrested in 
Kent are given information before 
release offering contacts for support 
groups and organisations.

Plumbing the depths proves 
an enlightening experience

GASPING for air in the 
glistening infinity pool of 
Kenya’s Mnarani Beach 
Club, I decided clear scuba¬ 
diving was not my bag. 

Unable to get a mouthpiece between 
my lips without gagging, there was 
little hope of going under the water, 
let alone ‘diving’ in the Indian Ocean 
off Kilifi Creek, near Mombasa. 

Relaxing poolside in the 35C heat - 
in early December - would be my 
concession to the waves. Or, so I 
dreamed for a few seconds as a child¬ 
hood fear water got the better of me. 

I was in Kenya as a watersports 
virgin keen to dip my paddle for the 
first time. 

Neilson, an operator specialising 
in winter and watersports holidays, 
found an absolute gem with the 
Mnarani. The three-star hotel, 50 
kilometres north of Mombasa, is an 
idyllic beachside retreat - complete 
with sailing, diving, windsurfing, 
canoeing, waterskiing, wakeboarding, 
snorkelling and mountain-biking. 

Every sport is on offer for the expe¬ 
rienced and the, like me, totally 
inexperienced. But it wouldn’t 
always be like that as my introduc¬ 
tory pool session continued. 

Tim Nderito-Rendell, Buccaneer 
Diving School manager, based on the 
hotel’s beach, didn't seem too worried. 

Eventually, after learning the 
rudiments, I was chugging out to sea 
and nervously thinking what to do if 
I lost my airpipe or got a mask full of 
the ocean’s turquoise finest. 

We sailed out to Bofa Lagoon. It 
seemed in the middle of the Indian 
Ocean, but was actually only 20 
minutes out and, thank God, only 


seven or eight metres deep. Entering 
the water, I held the anchor chain as 
Tim reassured me and monitored 
my descent. Calming down, I was 
privy to the hidden world of the sea 
bed. 

I saw wrass, chocolate dips, lion 
fish, seaslugs, golden leaf fish and 
plenty more as well as a carnival of 
coral - psychedelic in its colours. 

There are 4,600 species of fish liv¬ 
ing in Kenya’s diving waters - the 
Red Sea has half that and the 
Caribbean just a quarter. 

Fifty minutes exploring the seabed 
passed in a flash of neon fishes and 
I emerged from the water feeling 
elated that I'd overcome my fears. 

After lunch on the Mnarani’s seclud¬ 
ed and private sandy cove beach bar 
it was time for dinghy-sailing. 

In a new three-man Laser Bahia 
dinghy, Neilson resort manager Jo 


Roberts had me criss-crossing the 
creek for an hour, learning to tack 
and gyb - turning up and down 
wind - and learning to say “a flappy 
sail is not a happy sail”. Despite no 
experience of sailing, I was surprised 
by how much I enjoyed it - and what 
I learned in a short period. 

Most nights entertainment is pro¬ 
vided too - I especially enjoyed the 
Mozambique Boys, a group of acro¬ 
bats actually from Kilifi, and with 
the kind of talent that would win 
any of Britain's prime-time shows. 

For one meal at Kilifi Boatyard, we 
rode on mountain bikes through 
shanty villages. Kenya is achingly 
poor, and we cycled through sandy 
alleys where communities existed in 
ramshackle huts. 

After lunch I kayaked the 3km back 
to the hotel. At last, I had found some¬ 
thing at which I seemed to excel.

Research suggests we 
could be heading for 
a market double dip 

HOUSE prices could be set for a slow¬ 
down in the second half of the year after 
figures from Halifax showed they fell by 
0.4 per cent last month. 

The picture was supported by data 
from Nationwide, Britain’s biggest build¬ 
ing society, which recorded growth of a 
mere 0.5 per cent in May — less than 
half the 1.1 per cent gain in April. 

Also, the annual rate of house price 
inflation dropped back to 9.8 per cent 
from 10.5 per cent in April, raising fears 
of a double dip for the property market. 

Prediction 

Ed Stansfield of Capital Economics 
said: “It is still early days but our predic¬ 
tion last month that April would be the 
high-water mark for house price infla¬ 
tion appears to have been borne out. 
House prices continue to rise but easing 
supply shortages, overvaluation and, of 
course, the weak economic backdrop all 
argue for renewed falls later this year.” 

But other analysts are more positive 
with Martin Gahbauer, Nationwide’s 
chief economist, predicting prices will 
rise modestly over the year. 

He said: “Housing market conditions 
remain characterised by thin transac¬ 
tion volumes and a relative scarcity of 
properties for sale, despite a slow return 
of more sellers in recent months.” 

Going it alone could be 
harder as prices rise 



MORE than a third of people - 37 per 
cent - who purchased a new home over 
the last four years bought it on their 
own, new research shows. 

Just under a third - 29 per cent - wait¬ 
ed until they were married before mak¬ 
ing their first foray into the housing 
market since 2006, according to a recent 
Santander survey. 

This is a stark contrast to trends 
before the 1970s, when 84 per cent of 
people bought their first home with their 
spouse, while only ten per cent of first¬ 
time buyers bought on their own before 
1980. 

However, house prices are on the rise 
again, which could make it harder for 
couples or singletons to buy a property. 

The latest figures from the Land 
Registry indicate that April house prices 
were 0.2 per cent higher than in March, 
with the average home now costing 
£165,596.

THE Government’s decision to 
scrap Home Information Packs has 
resulted in an increase in activity 
across the housing market. 

The UK’s biggest estate agency has reported 
that the number of homes being put up for 
sale has risen by a third since May 20, when 
ministers called time on the packs. 

Many analysts had found the packs to be a 
distraction for both buyers and sellers and 
said they added unnecessary complexity to 
property deals. 

According to Countrywide, new instructions 
are up 68 per cent compared with the same 
period last year, and back to levels last seen in 
September 2007. 

HIPs were introduced in England and Wales 
three years ago, despite strong opposition from 
the Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors 
and National Association of Estate Agents. 

Costing about £300 a time, they were imme¬ 
diately blamed for distorting the market by 
removing speculative sellers. 

However, the UK housing market may not 
benefit from a flurry of new vendors at this 
stage in its recovery. 

According to the RICS, new instructions 
have been outstripping new buyer interest 
since March, with the inevitable downward 
pressure on prices. 

Nicola Neilson, who is head of Latimer

Hinks Residential Property Department, 
believes that HIPs were a significant barrier, 
particularly to home owners who wanted to 
test the state of the property market. 

Ms Neilson said: “Many speculative sellers 
were put off from putting their house on the 
market by the cost of commissioning a HIP, 
which could run to several hundred pounds. 

“Now this barrier has been removed, home 
owners are more likely to put their house up 


for sale to see if there is any interest, which 
should help stimulate the market. 

“There are other obstacles that need 
addressing such as a lack of mortgage finance 
- an issue particularly affecting first-time buy¬ 
ers - which would further support a revival in 
the housing market. However, the decision to 
waive the need for a HIP is a step in the right 
direction.” 

However house sellers are reminded that 
they still need an Energy Performance 
Certificate, which was previously part of the 
HIP and is valid for 10 years. 


Asset sales rise could be damaging 


THE commercial property industry is warn¬ 
ing a sharp rise in distressed asset sales 
could damage a recovery in the market. 

Oliver Gilmartin, senior economist at the 
Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors 
(RICS), which conducted a survey into 
trends, said distressed asset sales are a 
“thunderous cloud which overhangs the 
market”. 

In the UK, 42 per cent more property pro¬ 
fessionals fear a rise in distressed asset 
sales in the second quarter of 2010 than a 
fall, compared to a net balance of 14 per cent 


for the first quarter. 

About £228 billion of property debt is out¬ 
standing in the UK, according to a study by 
experts with £50bn of loans in debt or in 
breach of terms, following a sharp downturn 
in values between 2007 and 2009. 

Property agents are concerned many of 
the assets behind these loans could be put 
up for sale by banks keen to cut their expo¬ 
sure to the sector and increase funds for 
new lending. An increase in supply of prop¬ 
erties for sale may cause property values to 
fall if the demand is not there to meet it.

With Denly and Khan back fit and avail¬ 
able, Kent may also be able to call on fast 
bowler Robbie Joseph soon, who is scheduled 
for a return to action in the game against 
Pakistan at Canterbury on Monday. 

Joseph has been sidelined since mid-June 
last year after undergoing surgery on a 
shoulder injury and although he made an 
appearance for the second-team this sum¬ 
mer, a build up of fluid on the shoulder joint 
has interrupted his progress. 

However, the 28-year-old has continued his 
work with Kent physio Nimmo Reid and the 
county have pencilled in a first-class return 
for the LV= County Championship game 
against Hampshire at the Rose Bowl, provid¬ 
ing he comes through the three-day match 
with Pakistan on Monday unscathed. 

Head coach Paul Farbrace said: “If he 
comes through that nicely we are hoping he 
will available to play in the championship 
game at the Rose Bowl the following week. 

“If we can get him back then that would 
really take some pressure of our bowling 
attack and we may be in that luxurious posi¬ 
tion of being able to rotate our seamers for 
the second half of the season. 

“It would be great for him as he hasn’t 
played for a year.

AFTER helping Great Britain’s men’s eight 
to victory in the first Rowing World Cup 
regatta last month, Dan Ritchie was deflated 
to only pick up bronze in the second meeting 
last weekend.

House homing in on 
defence of his title 

AFTER a year as British national road rac¬ 
ing champion, Kristian House defends his 
title in Lancashire this weekend looking for 
a repeat of his sensational victory 12 
months ago. 

The Rapha Condor Sharp rider stunned a 
field, which included household names 
Mark Cavendish and Bradley Wiggins, to 
sprint clear and snatch the biggest title of 
his career in Abergavenny. 

Looking back on the afternoon, House, 
who was brought up in Aylesham, vividly 
remembers the final stages of the eventftil 
104-mile race. 

“I just put my head down and went for the 
line, when I crossed it I didn’t believe what 
had just happened,” he said. “It still gives 
me goosebumps thinking about it now.” 

As national champion House has had the 
honour of wearing a special white jersey, 
which he will relinquish if he is unable to 
successfully defend his title in Nelson on 
Sunday. 

The 30-year-old has enjoyed his 12 
months in the limelight and has at times 
been stunned by the level of support he has 
received.
